Win 
ter wheat Is 9fi per cent of a crop and 
spring wheat 97 per cent, which Is 
better than, the condition last year. 


The condition of the other crops 


follows: Oats, 9G per cent: rye, 93;

THE CHALLENGE OF 
CHRIST 


Tells His Congregation 
the Great 


Questions 
Asked of

Christians.

ert C. Denlson addressed his congre- 
gation in the First 
Congregational 


church on Sunday. Mr. Denlson, has

The plans of the church committee 
lor the Sunriay morning services dur- 
ing the absence of the pastor will bo 
published from time to time. 


Henceforth, during the summer the 


Sabbath morning worship will

10:00 o'clock. 


Epitome of Address 


In order to allow time for. the ad- 


ministering the Sacrament the ad- 
dresa of the morning was consider- 
ably curtailed In length, but was pithy 
and torcible throughout. 
The heads 


of his sermon were grouped under 
the topic. "Tho Challenge of Christ." 
In opening Rev. Denlson epitomised 
his address as a definition of Chris- 
tianity which considered It

Movement of Stocks. 


If rest Is what the stock market re- 


quires before obtaining a fresh start 
It Is certainly having a long period 
of that sometimes necessary experl- 
encc. Fully n year has elapsed since 
a series of untoward events, begin- 
ning with the Northern Pacific con? 
test and ending with the death 'of 
President McKlnley, effectually stop 
ed the wild upward movement which 
began In the spring of 1901. Look 
Ing backward It is remarkable how 
little Jnjury these misfortunes have 
done; In fact they may have proved 
blessings In disguise, for it is certain 
that they prevented speculative ex- 
cesses which If permitted would soon 
nave Impaired our present prosperi- 
ty Apparently the coal strike, like 
the big" strike In the Iron trade a 
year ago. Is doomed to failure. So 
for the struggle has been carried on 
with comparatively little actual dis- 
order, which .Is to' the credit of the 
men: hut as time progresses It is evi- 
dent that the movement was a seri- 
ous mistake and some of the leaders 
may find themselves dethroned and 
the unions seriously weakened by en- 
tering a struggle 'the Inevitable out- 
come of which was defeat. The min- 
ers are entitled to sympathy for the 
losses they have Incurred: hut they 
should choose more capable leaders 
If they wish to succeed—men who can 
treat the subject as a business and 
economic question Instead of as 
n 
source of personal aggrandizement or 
a matter of mere sentiment. Mean- 
time, a few simple lessons have been 
learned thnt should not be forgotten. 
Among them these: that the right to 
work Is equal to the right to strike; 
that whoever leaves a position, has 
no right to Interfere with his 'succes- 
sor; thnt labor has no greater right 
to stifle competition than capital: and 
that the sympathetic strike Is a fail- 
ure. In the end only Increasing cost 
or losses to other branches of labor. 


Congress has already 
adjourned. 


Usimllv this brings a sense of relief 
In Wall street: but. as the last session 
was slngulnrlv free of legislation af- 
fecting financial Interests, and as the 
markets pay less attention to Congress 
when the country Is prosperous, the 
adjournment had no affect. Some dis- 
appointment Is felt at the shirking ac- 
tion on the currency 1)111: the need of 
which will be sorely felt when finan- 
cial panls IF threatened, but which Is 
forgotten while the skies are cloud- 
less. In the fall the elections may 
produce some now Issues; the most 
likely being tariff, trusts and Cuba. 
As for the trusts, once tne most In- 
vltlng subject for legislative attacks, 
tlie prospects are now for less radi- 
cal action than at one time seemed 
probable. These Institutions 
have 


completely failed In their efforts to 
suppress competition and are gradu- 
ally succumbing to the economic pen- 
alties of overcapitalization 
and at- 


tempts to unduly control prices. Many 
of the evils of the trust system can 
be safely left to correct themselves: 
still the public will not rest satisfied 
until some restraint Is placed upon 
tho power of these corporations and 
among the propositions thus far ad- 
vanced those favoring reasonable-pub- 
licity and national corporation laws, 
seem to be the most acceptable. A 
national corporation law would avoid 
the radical measures of some states, 
and at the same time prevent the 
abuse which permits the corporation

Lightning Plays 
Havoc 
with 


Catholic Church Edifice 


Last Night. 


the 


During the storm which prevailed 


last evening, lightning struck the spire 
of St. Patrick's church. 
The electric 


bolt and the fire that followed In its 
wake damaged the spire to the ex- 
tent of about $600. 
The fire itself, while'not doing so 


very much damage was a spectacular 
affair while It lasted. 
The top of 


the isplre Is one hundred and. sixty 
flve feet above the ground and It was 
almost nn impossibility to get a stream 
to the blaze which was Just at the 
base of the cross. 
It was finally 


squelched by a stream from a lead 
of hose carried up through the church 
nnd up a series of ladders Into the 
peak of the spire. 


Injures Dawson 


The bolt that did the damage struck 


the spire about a quarter 
past ten. 


Michael J. Dawson, who lives oppos- 
ite the churcii on Cherry street saw 
the flames start In the spire and ran 
to box -42 at the corner of Lincoln 
ond Holmes streets to turn In an alarm 
He had just opened the box and start- 
ed the machinery going when there 
came another flash of lightning. The 
electricity from the surrounding at- 
mosphere at the box gave him a se- 
vere shock. 
He dropped his hold on 


the hook at the box and left for safer 
quarters. 
He had started the box 


going all right and -12 was rung 
np 
at the engine houses at 10:20. 


Rain A Hindrance 
. Despite the rain which was falling 
In torrents and the Incessant play of j 
lightning the department got out In 
short order and were soon at the fire. 


As soon as the patrol reached the 


church 
Chief Spencer, seeing the 


nature of the blaze and the liability 
of a big fire, sent In a 44 call which 
brought the East, Side hose wagon 
to the scene. 
The aerial ladder was 


run up In front of tho church nnd 
, raised and although it was stretched 


to Us full length. 60 feet. It was still 
less than .half way np to the blaze. 
Four leads of hose were laid, two 
from the hydrant at tho corner of 
Lincoln and Holmgs street nnd two 
from the corner of Holmes and Acad-

of the department svere pretty well 
tired out when the blaze was finally 
put out. 


The spire was considerably burned 


for a distance of eight or ten-feet he- 
low the cross. 
The outside covering 


was:burned off and the heavy timbers 
badly charred 
The bolt of lightning 


that struck the spire, traveled down 
the south side to the • belfry, shatter- 
ing the large joists on that side and 
tearing holes In the outside cover- 
Ing • At the belfry It evidently sep- 
arated, one bolt going out the south- 
east-corner, striking the ridge board 
of the roof, tearing off a number of 
shingles on either side. 
The other 


bolt went down the west front of the 
spire and followed down the wall to 
the front door, cracking the 
door 


somewhat. 


Save The Organ 


Rev. J. J. Collins stated that he 


had Just retired when-the bolt struck 
the spire. 
He Jumped up and looked 


out 'at the church, but could see no 
fire .nt first. He dressed himself at 
onco and went to the church to Bee 
what damage hail been done and then 
discovered tne blaze on the 
spire 


About the time that he reached the 
churbh the department arrived and 
began work. 
The spire was direct 


ly over the organ loft and the water 
from the lead of hose held by Abbott 
and (Aldrich was running down onto 
the lorgan loft, and threatening to 
mini the organ. 
The tarpaulins car 


riedlby the patrol wagon were spread 
' over the organ and saved it from get 
ting wet.

round and uiisblon-sliaped brilliant, In 
which form diamonds have been cut 
for many centuius. 


The present round brilliant was o 


decided improvement on the cushion 
shape which preceded it, but for the 
improvement the cutter had to pay 
considerably in the extra or waste 
loss from the rough stone. 


The new twentieth" century Is a' 


greal an improvement over the bril* 
Hunt as the brilliant was over. the 
cushion shape, but there is n com- 
pensating increase both In the cost of 
the cutting and in the grade of the 
diamond from which fl is to be cut. ' 


The brilliant, which has been used 


for the past "5 years, as is well known,' 
has SO facets; the "table" or. round, 
flat top, 32 facets on the top, and the 
"ciilet" or point, has 24 facets at thr 
back. The twentieth century cutting 
has 80 facets and planes, 40 of eatrb, 
and lids no "table" or "ciilet." 


One'of the defects which the inven- 


tor found in the brilliant, as now cut, 
Is that the "table" nt the top, while re- 
flecting light to some extent, does not 
scintillate,'but leaves n view nf the 
facets and the culut from nbove. ^Tlie 
larger the diamond the larger" the 
"table," and there Is a correspond- 
ing difference between the flush of 
the facets at the side and the dull 
reflection of the Virrle at the center. 


Tho nowly invented twentieth cen- 


tury cutthig scintillates from every 
point, nnd increases the brilliancy of 
the stone by 100 per cent. The In* 
ventor, who has been an expert, in 
diamonds for many years., has for-a 
long time sought to overcome the 
lack of scintillation in the "table" of 
the diamond, and after years of ex- 
periment has evolved the present 
cutting. 
He went, on the* principle 


that nature makes crystals in octa- 
gon/ and octahedron forms, and In 
cutting he has followed as iiitirh as 
possible the natural lines of crystalli- 
zation.

tillate aud thixh light at all angles, 
making it Impossible to sec within 
the stone. 


The refractive and reflective power 


of the stones arc both Increased by 
the new form, the planes in most 
cases receiving light at the angle of 
total reflection and flashing It out 
with full force and 
without loss. 


Oilier peculiar properties of the twen- 
tieth century cutting that do not 
exist In any other form yet discov- 
ered are (1) that through the in- 
creased reflection and refraction of 
the light the stone appears to be at 
least one-third larger than it actu- 
ally is; (y) for the same reason the 
color Is intensified so that a white 
stone looks whiter, a yellow, yellow- 
er, and a. blue, bluer: while a third 
property Is an increase In "rainbow" 
tints, due to the increase In the num- 
ber of prisms nt the edge of the 
stone. 


Owing to the 
Intensification of 


color only the most 
perfect 
dia- 


monds, such as River stones. Tllue 
Wesselton, Wesselton nnd Crystal 
can be used with this cutting, nnd 
this, combined with the fact that. It 
Is Impossible for n regular cutter to 
cut this form "without learning an en- 
tirely ne\\' method, makes the price 
so high that It puts them out nf 
competition with commercial lines.
